Advisory Action 

Applicant's arguments filed March 13, 2006 have been fully considered but are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant notes the preferred coating material of Keener has a standard 
elevated curing temperature of about 400F for 1 hours and a modified curing cycle of 
375F for 45 minutes. Said comments are noted, but the examiner maintains the 
position that the teachings of Keener are much broader than Applicant's synopsis of the 
reference implies. Keener teaches the selection of a processing time and temperature 
such that curing of the coating and heat-treating of the rivet may be simultaneously 
achieved (col 7, lines 19+). According to Keener, the curing of the coating can sustain 
larger variations in the time and temperature with acceptable results than the heat- 
treatment of the metal (col 7, lines 34+). Keener further notes heat treatment of a 
preferred alloy is preferably carried out at a temperature of 250F (col 7, lines 45+). 
Thus, the examiner maintains the position that Keener teaches the time and 
temperature are result effective variable that may be optimized to simultaneously 
achieve cure and heat treatment. 

Applicant argues the over aging effect produced by the curing process of Keener 
impairs the shear strength of the rivet. The examiner notes that Keener teaches the 
processing conditions should be selected to avoid such a result. Specifically, Keener 
teaches the conditions must be suitable for heat-treating the rivet (col 7, lines 34+). 
Keener further notes that curing at the manufacture's recommended conditions could 
results in over-aging of the alloy (col 10, lines 1+). Applicant acknowledges Keener 
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recognizes said problem and compensates for it (page 3 of March 13, 2006 arguments). 
The examiner disagrees that Keener compensates for it in "an entirely different way" 
than the claimed invention, as is argued by applicant. Both Applicant and Keener teach 
selecting the temperature and time utilized to cure the coating in order to ensure 
disadvantages are avoided. Thus, the examiner maintains that Keener would have 
rendered obvious the claimed processing time and temperature. 

Applicant argues Kishikawa, Nonweiler, and Kaneko fail to make up for the 
deficiencies of Keener. Said arguments are not persuasive for the reasons noted 
above. 

For the reasons noted above and in the final office action, all the rejections of the 
Office Action mailed 1/10/2006 are maintained.
